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Begin gives 
Carter new 
peace plan 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - P rim e 
Minister Menahem Begin presented 
Israel’s new Mideast peace plan, in­ 
cluding a Palestinian proposal, to Presi­ 
dent Carter today. Carter immediately 
telephoned Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat with a report. 


Details of the plan were not im ­ 
mediately released, but Begin reportedly 
also carried to the two-hour White House 
meeting a proposal to give up at least 
partial Israeli control of captured Arab 
territory. 


White House press secretary Jody 
Powell said Carter telephoned Sadat in 
Cairo after the Begin meeting. And there 
were indications from both Sadat and 
Begin today that they will soon meet 
again 
Carter and Begin agreed to meet again 
Saturday night to discuss the the issue 
further 
“ All aspects of the current Middle 


East situation were discussed in the con­ 
text of the search for a comprehensive 
peace," said a White House statement 
after today’s meeting. 
“The prime minister and the president 
discussed underlying principles which 
could guide future negotiations. The 
prime minister outlined proposals con­ 
cerning the future relations between 
Egypt and Israel and a process for 
resolving the issue of Palestinian Arabs. 
“Obviously, a particular focus was on 
the direct talks which have commenced 
between Egypt and Israel. The prime 
minister and the president discussed the 
most effective ways to continue the 
momentum and to turn to the broader 
goal of negotiating a comprehensive 
peace.” 
Responding to questions concerning 
the use of the term “ Palestinian Arabs" 
in the statement, Powell said it was 
Begin’s phrase and “should not be quite 
so narrowly d efin ed .”

He said “it is not excluded’’ he would 
meet both Begin and President Carter 
before the end of the year But he did not 
indicate whether he would meet them 
together or separately 
As of now, Sadat said, he has no im­ 
m ediate plana to go to Washington. 
Sadat spoke to a snjall grbup 
reporters outside a village mosque near 
the Mena House hotel where the 
Egyptian-Israeli peace conference has 
been under way since Wednesday. He 
had just finished his noon prayers 
“ I hope I shall be seeing Prime 
Minister Begin soon," said Sadat. 
Asked whether such a meeting could 
be expected within two weeks, Sadat 
said, “Let us hope so But no date has 
been fixed.” 
He said “it is not excluded” that the 
meeting would take place outside Egypt, 
adding. “But why not in Egypt?" 
A highly placed source in Jerusalem 
Thursday said the two men would see 
each other within two weeks and their 
meeting would probably be followed by a 
summit of Middle East leaders. 
Asked whether he might meet with 
Carter and Begin before the end of the 
month, the Egyptian president replied, 
“It is not excluded.” 
But he added in reply to another ques­ 
tion that there was no plan for him to 
meet with Carter during the American 
leader’s upcoming foreign tour. 
Sadat said he was waiting for a mes­ 
sage from Carter tonight on the outcome 
of his meeting with Begin in Washing- 
toon earlier in the day. 
Sadat’s implication was that he an­ 
ticipated proposals from Begin softening 
Israel’s past negotiating position and 
speeding up the moves toward peace

The Social Security bill, which Powell 
said “satisfied” the president, contains

The youngsters — age five to 10 — will

A motorcycle club leader, warned of a 
police clampdown if his fellow bikers 
held a New Year’s Eve party in Lompoc 
or anywhere else in this county, said to­ 
day, “We ll probably cancel the whole 
thing.” 
While the Lompoc parks commission 
Wednesday denied his request to use 
River Park that weekend for a gathering 
of some 300 motorcylists, Jerry Ganski 
of the Molochs said the party would take 
place in Lompoc anyway, “no ifs, ands 
or buts about it.” He lives in Mission 
Hills. 
But after meeting with two county 
sheriffs Thursday and hearing about the 
extra manpower that would be called in 
to monitor the bikers, Ganski changed 
his mind 
“I can’t invite poeple to a party so they 
can go to jail,” he said. 


Lt. Donald McCormick of the Sheriff’s 
Department said he advised Ganski they 
“would call in a great deal many more 
officers than we normally have” and 
also a special enforcement reserve unit. 
McCormick said he told Ganski police 
would come down hard on the bikers, 
ready to make arrests for whatever 
reason they could find 
Lompoc Police Chief J.D Smith called 
the Record this morning to assert that if 
any bikers “attempt to intimidate our 
city, they will be met with force.” 
Smith said he and the county sheriff’s 
patrol commander are "prepared to take 
action should the motorcycle crew 
comes into this area and violates the law 
in any manner. 
The community will be 
protected ” 


As for New Year’s Eve weekend, the 
bikers will probably “ just go to 
somebody else’s party," Ganski said.

Local merchants 
call Christmas 
business good

W ith 
a n o th e r 
p a y d a y 
before Christinas and the last 
week shopping rush still ahead, 
most Lompoc retailers sur­ 
veyed this week report business 
. is as good or better than last 
holiday season 
Only a couple out of nearly 30 
merchants contacted used as 
strong a word as “ fantastic.” 
Most said they were “ busy," 
doing “ quite well,” “ pretty 
good” or “ okay.” 
Only one merchant, who 
asked not to be identified, 
grumbled that business was 
“ terrible...down from last 
year,” and he had no idea why. 
The department stores ex­ 
pressed satisfaction, though no 
euphoria, with business so far 
Sears Manager Dick Albro 
said sales are “ up” over last 
year, but declined to give a 
•percentage, that being “ con­ 
fidential information ” 
o K mart Assistant Manager 
Ben Morales said they’re doing, 
“ good, okay.” The only items 
that stuck out in his mind as 
selling particularly well were 
space toys. “ Anything having to 
do with Star Wars,” he said. 
P e n n e y ’s 
m erch an d iz e 
manager Jerry Kunkle called it 
a “ pretty good Christmas 
It 
started earlier and so far it’s 
maintained itself." 
M o o re ’s, 
m an ag ed by 
Lotheile Grossini and Norma 
Jean Woodard, reported sales 
up 10 percent over last year, 
due partly to extended night 
hours open, but, as Grossini 
said, “ I ’m sure the bulk of the 
Christmas business is going to 
.be done in the last week.” 
Some specialty stores con­ 
tacted that one would expect to 
thrive at Christmas expressed 
some disappointment with this 
year's season 
Pico’s Sporting Goods and 
Ski s Selectronics said business 
is slower than last year so far. 
Tag's Sporting Goods co-owner 
Tom MeNainee reported “ no 
big rush.” but said the store 
was quickly selling Dyna Bee 
“ gyros," or wrist exercisers, 
the “ hottest item on the 
■market.” 
Also very hot and selling 
“ phenomenally well” are the 
“ totally unavailable electronic 
football gam es,” Nancy 
Whelan of Uncle Tom's Toys 
said 
Though they sell for $35, 
they've been the biggest selling 
single item in the store, with 
nothing else among thousands 
of items approaching it, she 
Said. 
Uncle Tom's has sold all its 84 
Of these games since mid- 
October. she said, and has a 
waiting list started 
Haslam and Co., a clothing 
store, reported being “ down, 
moneywise," about five per- 
oent. Manager Dave Hedman 
said “ I'm not going broke, but 
my boss had higher expecta­ 
tions and 1 haven't met those 
expectations That’s a nice way 
to put it." 
Rut Haslam's, he added, is 
somewhat isolated at its loca­ 
tion on North H Street in front 
of the Lompoc Plaza. 
People 
seem so averse to walking, he 
observed, that they'll drive 
from his store over to Kinney's 
or Beno's. just across the park­ 
ing lot 
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Nate Dill, the new manager 
of Kinney Shoes, said he had 
planned on a 20 percent in­ 
crease of business over last 
year — he considers himself 
“ more fun’’ than the last 
manager. 
But he estimates 
business has increased by only 
about three percent. 
Dill said that during a recent 
visit to the large shopping mall 
in Santa Maria he noticed “ a 
lot" of his customers. “ Some 
of them acted as if they were 
guilty for just being there.” 
The manager of Kauffman's, 
a men’s wear store in the Lom­ 
poc shopping center, however, 
said business was up about 50 
percent over last year, when 
the 
m a ll 
had 
its 
f ir s t 
Christmas. 
"The uniqueness 
and the newness of the Town 
Center has worn off,” he said. 
Also reporting success this 
season was one furniture store 
owner, who cited a sales in­ 
crease of 77 percent over last 
year. As other store managers 
who 
re p o rte d 
b oo m in g 
business, he responded with a 
plug when asked the reason for 
his prosperity. 
“ great fur­ 
niture, terrific salesmen, a nice 
owner and a beautiful store.’’ 
A furniture competitor had 
just the opposite Christmas 
prognosis, however, and he 
la u g h ed 
a t the o th e r 's 
statistics. “ Some people have a 
tendency to exaggerate.” 
“ If I had a 25 percent in­ 
crease I ’d have to hire three ex­ 
tra people to handle it.” he 
said, noting that he hasn't 
noticed his rival hiring extra 
hands or increasing deliveries. 
“ C h ristm as is not our 
month,” he said 
"The fur­ 
niture business is no good in 
December,” 
because dining, 
bedroom and living room sets 
are unusual gifts. 
He said his 
own store’s business this year 
would be down about 10 per­ 
cent 
The furniture store manager, 
who asked to be unnamed, also 
said that, according to his 
observations, business was 
“ slower all over town” because 
of reported rumors of a shuttle 
p ro g ra m 
c u tb a c k 
at 
Vandenberg, that people were 
therefore “ holding off a little ” 
But most other merchants 
said that if. indeed, people were 
“ holding o ff,” they w ere 
probably only postponing as ex­ 
pected.

NICOSIA, Cyprus (UPI) — The kidnappers of 
the son of Cyprus President Spyros Kyprianou 
have extended the deadline for his execution by 
48 hours, a high government official said today. 
The official said a message received Thursday 
night from the kidnappers of A chilleas 
Kyprianou said the original deadline, 10 p.m. 
Thursday (3 p m. EST), had been extended to 10 
p.m. Saturday. 
i t appears young Achilleas was not executed 
by his kidnappers last night,” the official said to­ 
day. “ We have reason to believe he is still 
alive.” 
The kidnappers had sent the president a tape- 
recorded message from his son saying, “ If by 10 
p m. Thursday there is no general amnesty for 
all political convicts, detainees and wanted 
persons, the abductors will execute m e.” 
"I shall wait for news on the radio and televi­ 
sion ... Otherwise, they will send you my head. 
Please help m e.” 
President C arter and Sen. Edward Kennedy, 
D-Mass., sent messages Thursday urging the 
hostage's release and his mother, Mimi, issued a 
tearful appeal on radio begging the kidnappers 
to “ let my son come back to us.” 
Achilleas, 21, the eldest son of the Cypriot 
president, was abducted outside a National 
Guard barracks by two men in a stolen taxi

Wednesday night. He is a second lieutenant in 
the National Guard. Kyprianou has another son, 
Marcos, 19. 
His kidnappers were believed to be m em bers 
of EOKA-B. a group of radical Greek Cypriots 
who want the small M editerranean island nation 
to unite with Greece. 


They sent a tape-recorded message vowing to 
execute Achilleas unless the government frees 
all political prisoners by their deadline. 
A second message received by the Greek 
Cypriot newspaper Democratiko Vima warned 
Kvpranou th at “ if by tonight all political 
prisoners and detainees are not set free, we shall 
send you the head of your son.” 
Police sources said the tape-recorded m es­ 
sage also contained death threats against 
Kyprianou himself, who assumed the office upon 
the death last August of Archbishop Makarios 
The m essage from C arter said he hoped “ that 
Achilleas will be released promptly and un­ 
harmed and that the perpetrators of this crim e 
will be brought to swift and sure justice.” 
Kennedy, in a telephone message broadcast by 
Cyprus Radio, said Achilleas’ captors “ m ust 
surely recognise that violent acts such as this 
cannot advance their objectives ” He urged 
them to free him promptly and without harm .

The Venoil was fully loaded 
and bound for Europe.

Spacecraft 
passes another 
on Jupiter trip 


PASADENA (UPI) - One 
spacecraft bound for Jupiter 
and Saturn passed another 
Thursday evening. 


Voyager 1, launched 16 days 
later than Voyager 2 last sum­ 
m er but on a speedier orbit, 
overtook the other craft about 
78 million miles from Earth at 
about 6 p m 
Thursday and 
forged into the lead, the Jet 
Propulsion laboratory reported. 


The gap will continue to in­ 
crease, perhaps forever Both 
spacecraft are on courses tak­ 
ing them out of the solar system 
and into the vast reaches of 
space, with Voyager 1 drawing 
ever away from Voyager 2. 


Voyager 1, launched Sept. 5, 
will reach Jupiter March 5, 
1979. four m onths ahead of 
Voyager 2 It will pass Saturn 
Nov 
13. 1980. nine m onths 
ahead of Voyager 2. 


The spacecraft will relay 
television photos and other in­ 
formation about the huge gas­ 
eous giants far out in the solar 
system . Voyager 2 m ay be 
redirected in 1981 onto a course 
for Uranus, arriving at that 
planet on Jan 31, 1986

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The

The comm ittee also was said 
to have obtained new informa­ 
tion from Hancho Kim, an in­ 
dicted Korean-born business­ 
man who agreed to cooperate in 
the House probe under protec­ 
tion of a court order barring the 
Justice Department from using 
h is s e c re t c o n g re s s io n a l 
testimony to prosecute him. 


As its latest moves cam e to 
light, the comm ittee scheduled 
a meeting today to consider 
“ pending business.” A spokes­ 
m an declined to give any 
details and said the session 
would be closed to the press. 


Rep 
Lester Wolff, D-N.Y , 
was the only one known to have 
received a subpoena demanding 
various office appointment re­ 
cords, correspondence and in­ 
formation on trips to Korea 
Wolff is chairman of a sub­ 
comm ittee on Asian affairs that 
often deals with legislation in­ 
volving U.S. 
m ilita ry and 
economic aid to Korea 
But the sources said “be- 


tw e e n 25 and 50 s ittin g 
m em bers” were told to give the 
comm ittee the same kind of 
documents with threats of sub­ 
poenas if the m em bers do not 
comply voluntarily. 
TTie actions, they said, were 
sim ilar to those the panel took a 
c o u p le of w e e k s a g o in 
dem anding

papers and records of retired 
House Speaker Carl Albert and 
form er Rep Otto Passm an, D- 
La., a power broker in foreign 
aid spending during much of his 
30-year House career. 
Left unclear was whether the 
panel was broadening its in­ 
vestigation or trying to zero in 
on c u r r e n t a n d f o r m e r 
m em bers suspected of wrong­

The comm ittee has been in­ 
vestigating allegations 
that 
congressmen took cash, fancy 
gifts, campaign contributions 
and other favors from Korean 
agents in a covert operation 
designed to influence U S 
p o lic ie s to w ard th e Seoul 
government in the early 1970s 
K im , K orean ric e d ealer 
Tongsun Park and form er Rep 
Richard Hanna, D-Calif., have 
been indicted by a grand jury on 
charges of taking part in such a 
conspiracy. 


MANILA, Philippines (UPI) 
— A fire at an overcrowded 
mental hospital today killed 32 
panic-stricken patients. Some 
of the patients fought off rescu­ 
ing firemen and others were 
trapped in their locked cells 
Capt Precioso Saldana of the 
Mandaluyong Fire Department 
said the fire broke out shortly 
after midnight and destroyed 
one wing of the government-run 
N ational 
M ental 
H ospital, 
which housed 1,228 patients but 
was built to accommodate only 
one-third that number 
A uthorities said many of 
those held in the hospital, the 
only facility for mental patients 
in the Philippines, panicked and 
prevented firemen from enter­ 
ing the building 
“ One of the patients began 
swinging a board at the firemen 
and kept shouting that no one 
was going to take his sleeping 
m at away from him ,” said Lt 
Alfred Garcia of the Metro 
Manila Fire D epartm ent 
He 
said one firefighter hit by the 
board was hospitalized 
Doming Mago, a nursing at­ 
tendant at the hospital, said he 
was mobbed and clubbed by 
some of the patients when he 
ordered them to leave the 
building 
Witnesses said hospital at­ 
tendants worked desperately 
with bolt cutters and hammers 
to free p atien ts who w ere 
locked overnight in their cells 
M ental 
H ealth D ire cto r 
Ja im e C astaneda said the 
pavilion was built to accom­ 
modate only 400 people and was 
obviously overcrowded, the of­ 
ficial Philippine News Agency 
said 


He said some of the patients 
were considered “ harm less” 
but remained in the hospital 
because their families refused 
to have them released 
Initial reports filed by arson 
investigators blamed the fire on 
faulty electrical wiring in the 
building, estim ated to be more 
than 30 years old 


Baseliza de Villamil, a senior 
nurse at the hospital, said the 
fire apparently started in a 
bathroom ceiling of one of t^ie 
wards and raged out of control 
almost immediately

miles southeast of Salt Lake 
City includes 79 com pany- 
owned houses and 54 privately 
owned homes constructed on 
leased land 


Kennecott acquired the town 
in an agreement with the U.S. 
Smelting. Refining and Mining 
Co.. now UV industdries.

Synanon swaps marriage partners 


BADGER. Calif. (UPI) - 
Grizzled 
Synanon 
patriarch 
Chuck Dederich recently took 
himself a young wife, decided 
to perform some emotional sur­ 
gery. and now three-year "love 
m atches” are blazing through 
the ranks of his disciples, leav­ 
ing a trail of happy households 
but broken m arriages. 
The love m atches, 230 at last 
count, are the latest brainstorm 
of the colorful and flamboyant 
founder of Synanon, the organi­ 
zation started by Dederich in 
1958 to rehabilitate drug ad­ 
dicts. alcoholics and other 
social misfits 
Under the bearded, 64-year- 
old Dederich's tightfisted reign. 
Synanon has grown into a self- 
sufficient organization of 1,600 


persons, an experimental mini­ 
society with branches scattered 
across California and in Detroit 
and New York 
When his wife of 17 years, 
Betty, died of cancer last April, 
Dederich said he decided to 
remarry 
"I sent up a flare, like any 
monarch of old times would 
have done I let the word out I 
was available," he says. 
Six Synanon w om en e x ­ 
pressed interest and the second 
one he met. Ginny Shoren, 31, a 
teacher at the Synanon School 
near Marshall. Calif., landed 
him 
Dederich said his m arriage to 
Ms 
Shoren got him thinking 
about how humans fall in love 
and'he wondered what would 


happen if Synanon members, 
excluding juveniles and new­ 
comers, ended their m arriages 
and changed partners 
' i ’m a statistician." he says 
from his mountain headquar­ 
ters in this, Tulare County 
mountain community. "M ost of 
these people were going to be 
divorced anyway, eventually. I 
thought. Wouldn’t it be funny 
to p e rfo rm som e kind of 
emotional surgery on people 
who are getting along pretty 
well’>" 
Dederich discussed the idea, 
which he labeled "Changing 
Partners," 
in the "Synanon 
Gam e," a verbal encounter ses­ 
sion usually played by about a 
dozen m em bers at a tim e in 
which individuals can express 


them selves openly, 
without 
fear of reprisal. 
Maggie Sorkin, a longtime 
friend of Dederich, said every­ 
body had the same initial reac­ 
tion: " W e didn't think it applied 
to us.” 
But Dederich used his consid­ 
erable persuasive talents and 
eventually persuaded two cou­ 
ples to dissolve their m arriages 
and find new mates. 
"T hey w ere alm ost like 
sacrificial 
lam bs," 
Dederich 
says. "A fte r them it was 
easier. They were on my side.” 
The idea swept across the 
Synanon em pire and soon hus­ 
bands and wives began making 
lists of suitable mates for each 
other, matchmaking over the 
Synanon leased telep h o n e 


network. 
In a m atter of days, some 230 
couples filed for divorce and 
found new m ates for the ex­ 
perim ental three-year "love 
m atches” . 
Mrs Sorkin. happily married 
for five years, recalls discuss­ 
ing a breakup with her husband 


"We went through emotional 
traum a, first hysterical sob­ 
bing. then laughing," she said 
She ended up marrying Dede­ 
rich 's son, Chuck Jr., in a 
m arraige arranged by the old 
man himself 


All but a few of Synanon’s 
m arried 
couples eventually 
took part Some decided to stay 
m arried and a few others left 
the organization

Manson 
victim's 
bones found 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
missing body of a ranch hand 
killed by the Charles Manson 
“family” eight years ago has 
finally been found, the sheriff’s 
office reported Thursday. 
Deputies dbg up the bones of 
Donald "Shorty” Shea after the 
location of his grave, long a 
secret within the Manson clan, 
was revealed by an unidentified 
informant, a sheriff’s spokes­ 
man said. 
Shea was one of nine persons 
the “family” is known to have 
killed during a two-month 
period in the summer of 1969, 
including the Sharon Tate 
murders that brought the gang 
notoriety.

because Shea was married to a 
black woman, which revolted 
Manson. who regarded blacks 
as inferior to whites 
Shea was stabbed and behea­ 
ded 
Manson and two members of 
his gang — Steve “Clem ” 
Grogan and Bruce Davis — 
were convicted in 1971 of the 
murder, despite the absence of 
a body. They were sentenced to 
death, commuted to life in 
prison when the death penalty 
was declared unconstitutional. 
The remains were found in­ 
tact m a shallow grave off 
Santa Susana Pass Road about 
a mile west of Topanga Canyon 
Boulevard in the brush-covered 
suburban hills on the northwest­ 
ern fringe of the Los Angeles 
area, the district attorney’s of­ 
fice said

Prosecutors said a photo of 
the girl in the bath, bare 
breasted and hoisting a cham­ 
pagne glass, was found in 
Polanski’s hotel suite.

The 
high pressure area which might 
have blocked it moved south­ 
eastward, opening the Pacific 
“ storm gate,” forecasters said.

the Russian. Eel, Smith and 
Van Duzen might go out of their 
banks But they crested Thurs­ 
day without flooding 
the storm dumped half a 
billion gallons of water into the 
Marin Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict’s six reservoirs, raising 
the county’s storage to 29 per­ 
cent of capacity compared to a 
normal 70 percent of capacity 
this time of the year 
Mill Valley received 1.5 in­ 
ches of rain, Ukiah 3 13, 
Sacramento 
71 and Stockton 
.41, the Weather Service said 
No rain was reported by 
weather stations south of the 
Tehachapi Mountains. 
Moderate to heavy snow was 
reported over the Sie rra 
Nevada Thursday down to 
about the 4,500-foot level.

M IN N E A P O L IS ( U P I) - 
When decking your halls at 
Christmas it’s important to 
know that some of those lovely 
plants can be lethal, particular­ 
ly to young children. 
“ Many of the plants with 
which we traditionally decorate 
our homes are poisonous,” said 
Ed Krenzelok, director of Hen­ 
nepin County Medical Center’s 
Poison Control Center, 
The berries of mistletoe, the 
brightly 
colored 
Jerusalem 
cherry and holly can be fatal, 
Krenzelok said 
Death to 
children can result from eating 
from 20 to 30 holly berries. 
The entire Jerusalem cherry 
plant is toxic, but the orange 
berries are particularly toxic 
and appealing to young chil­ 
dren Even one or two berries 


of this plant can be lethal. 
All parts of the American 
mistletoe, particularly the ber­ 
ries, contain a toxic chemical. 
Krenzelok said death has* 
resulted sometimes within 12 
hours after the ingestion of a 
few berries. 
Alcohol is another frequent 
source of poisoning among 
young children during the holi­ 
day season, he said. Curious 
youngsters are attracted to ac­ 
cessible glasses filled with par­ 
tially consumed drinks, some of 
them brightly colored. 
But an orai dose of alcohol in 
young children of approximate­ 
ly one jigger or its equivalent is 
potentially dangerous. 
Kren- 
zelok said alcohol is especially 
dangerous for children because 
it may produce low blood sugar.

The jury heard Kirby, on the 
tape, suggest Orduno pickup the 
1.1 pounds of heroin at the golf 
course in exchange for $26,000 
The men agreed to meet at a 
private home later in the even­ 
ing when the policeman said 
there would be a delay in get­ 
ting the money, according to 
the taped conversation 
Orduno testified earlier that

Coughing could save lives 
of heart attack victims

0, say can you see, by the 
dawn’s early light,., and the 
rockets' red glare. . 


Nineteen years ago the 
r o c k e t s ’ 
red 
g la re 
lit 
Vandenberg’s coastline as the 
trail of flame ushered the first 
Thor missile from Vandenberg 
into the dawning Space Age. 
It was on Dec. 16, 1958 that 
the first launch of any kind 
from Vandenberg then known 
as Cooke Air Base, took place. 
Since then the Thor missile 
has been replaced by the 
Minuteman ICBM. 
The Thor 
still has its place in the overall 
mission of the Air Force, in 
history and in the hearts of the 
men who put it into the sky. 
Today the Thor's engines are 
used as boosters for satellites 
being put into orbit It is also a 
reminder to Chief Master 
Sergeant Roy J. Stovall that he 
participated in a small slice of 
history. 
Reflecting on the past, Chief 
Sto va ll rem em b ers when 
Vandenberg A FB hosted the 
Integrated Weapons Systems 
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training class from England’s 
Royal Air Force. 
The Thor 
m issile was deployed in 
England before it was taken off 
alert in 1962. The Thor missile 
was never used against an 
enem y. 
Its sh o rt rang e 
capabilities made it effective 
from England but not from the 
United States. 
Chief Stovall has over 30 
years in the service now. His 
years may have put more lines 
on his face but they haven’t 
fogged the memory of the 
history making day; 
Distant are the memories 
which echo through the winding 
roads of our minds. 
Weary are the eyes of those 
who look eternally skyward, 
with visions of tomorrow grow­ 
ing ever prevalent, and traces 
of yesterday fading into the still 
waters of time 
—anonymous 
‘i t is seldom that we are af­ 
forded the opportunity to par­ 
ticipate in history in the mak­ 
ing I was affored such an honor 
when I was designated as a 
crewmember for the first mis­ 
sile launch from Vandenberg 
AFB In the late afternoon of 
Dec 16. 1958. the beautiful sight 
of the Thor rising from the 
coast of California on a tail of 
flame, brought a lump to the 
throats of many people, myself 
included It never occurred to 
me when I was involuntarily 
selected to retrain from air­ 
craft to missiles that I would 
ever experience such a thrill 
I had only been in missiles six 
months, including 30 days of 
school and travel from MacDill 
AFB, Fla 
When I arrived at 
Cooke' A F B in mid-August 
1958, I was assigned to the 392nd 
Missile 
Training 
Squadron, 
Thor Launch Facility 75-1-1. 


There was nothing there ex­ 
cept concrete, four Air Force 
people and a handful of 
civilians None of the hardware 
or equipment had arrived. We 
soon realized that we were 
faced with some long days and 


pad for all switches and valves 
and securing of all equipment. 
During the nigh^ before I 
m ust have re tra c e d my 
footsteps 50 times to insure I 
had not missed anything. The 
only reference I had was a 


When the second train delay 
occurred, Major General David 
Wade, then commander of the 
1st Aerospace Division, swore 
he would reroute the railroad 
east of Vandenberg AFB.

I was relieved at midnight but 
I was up again at the crack of 
dawn of a day that I was sure 
would make history 
It had 
been a long day, system 
malfunction, train delays, all 
had seemed to combine forces 
to prevent the launch 


Although the odds were 
against a successful launch on 
the first attempt, we were 
determined to overcome all ob- 
stacles. 
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the day with us had faltered and 
returned to a warm office or 
had gone home 


Even in Southern California, 
it is pretty cold in December 
near the Vandenberg Coast 
Those that remained for the 
final attem pt 
were well- 
rewarded when the rumble of 
the Thor engine grew to a roar 
and she lifted majestically, 
reaching for the heavens. 


T h e re 
w as 
c h e e rin g 
everywhere as she steadily 
climbed higher and higher and 
began to pitch downrange 
None of us knew just how suc­ 
cessful the launch was until the 
next day but we knew that we 
had made history and ushered 
the Air Force into the Space 
Age."

TO RRAN CE (U P I) - Cough­ 
ing might play a part in saving 
the lives of heart attack vic­ 
tims, according to cardiolo­ 
gists at Harbor General Hos­ 
pital 
Dr J Michael Criley, chief of 
cardiology, and Dr. Daniel C. 
Brown, an American Heart As­ 
sociation research fellow, said 
coughs might produce enough 
blood flow through the body to 
keep the heart attack victim 
conscious several minutes after 
the heart has stopped normal 
beating 
They are concerned with 
“ sudden death", the result of 
ventricular fibrillation, or an 
ineffective twitching of the 
heart, and not the result of mas­ 
sive cardiac damage The con­ 
dition. 
h ow ever, 
can 
be 
reversed if it is treated fast 
enough 
In addition to standard 
procedures beginning with ear­ 
ly recognition of symptoms and 
progressing through cardio­ 
pulmonary resuscitation, Criley 
said the coronary victim might 
be able to help himself by 
coughing to force blood through 
his bodv 
“ What we think happens." 
Brown said, "is before you 
cough you take a deep breath 
The pressure in the chest 
cavity, 
the lungs, becomes 
negative, really goes blow zero 
pressure 


“ So, you have a sucking of 
blood into the chest from the 
head, arms, legs and other 
parts of the body. It goes 
through the right part of the 
heart and into the pulmonary 
vessels which are expanded 
because of the negative press­ 
ure. and possibly into the left 
heart as well 


“ Then, the next thing that 
happens when you cough is the 
pressure inside the chest cavity 
goes up to between 120 and 180 
m illim eters of m ercury 
about the same general range 
of the systolic blood pressure in 
a normal person 


coughs. The average cough 
lasts from two-tenths of a se­ 
cond to a full second 
That 
eliminates tests designed to 
last several minutes. 
And because of the near im­ 
possibility of developing test 
data from human subjects. 
Brown was developing a test 
method involving animals 


Using high speed X-ray 
photography and dyes injected 
into the bloodstream, he be­ 
lieves they will be able to prove 
the cough-blood flow theory 


But establishing a direct 
relationship between coughing 
and blood flow won’t be the end 
of the story. Coughing must oc­ 
cur between the onset of 
ventricular fibrillation and the 
loss of consciousness, a period 
of onlv 10 to 15 seconds 


Therefore, the victim must 
recognize the condition almost 
immediately to begin self­ 
induced cardiac therapy 
Criley said the technique 
would be most valuable initially 
to persons who had already ex­ 
perienced the sudden death syn­ 
drome but recovered and did 
not su ffe r h eart 
m uscle 
damage 
“ Sudden death is a recurrent 
theme," he said, "and it is very 
likely that the victim of one 
sudden death w ill return 
again ” 
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“ As the pressure goes up. the 
lung volume starts to depress 
as you exhale The blood ves­ 
sels feel this high pressure and 
the blood gets squirted out 
through the left heart into the 
aorta.” 
In one instance which oc­ 
curred with a heart patient in 
the hospital, the doctors discov­ 
ered coughing not only pro­ 
duced blood flow to distant 
arteries, but that a second 
"intrinsic" heart beat followed 
each cough-induced beat.

The Cabriiio Conquistadores came out 
of the chute so fast Thursday night in the 
opening round of the Fifth Annual 
Cabriiio Basketball Classic, the Kennedy 
Fighting Irish hardly knew what hit 
them.

The loss dropped the Conqs’ record to 
4-1, while Kennedy went to 5-1 on the 
year.

It took Kennedy almost a quarter and a 
half to recover from the Conqs’ blitz that 
included a York Gross slam dunk, but 
when the Irish fought back it was Mr. 
Watts that usually led the charge. 
Cabriiio had the running game and 
pressing defense working to near perfec­ 
tion as they were getting steals and tur­ 
novers to build their lead. 
Then something went amiss with the 
Conas. The Irish began breaking the 
Conqs’ full-court press and Watts, along 
with team m ates Jerry Sypkens and 
Jerry Alafara began connecting from 
long range to make a game of it. 
Suddenly with 5:48 remaining in the 
first half. Kennedy took a 20-18 lead they 
never relinquished 
The Conqs tried to get the running 
game going again, but Kennedy filled the 
passing lanes and forced Cabriiio into un­ 
accustomed mistakes 
Towards the end of the first half, both 


teams traded baskets but what was once 
a 10-point lead, turned into an 8-point 
deficit at halftime for the Conqs. 
In the third quarter the Irish were up 
by as much as 12 at 42-30 with 4:45 left in 
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the quarter But Cabriiio cam e roaring 
back to pull within three at 46-43 with a 
minute left in the period. 
The Conqs cam e back on the strength 
of the running game and it seemed no 
matter how well they executed their of­ 
fense. Watts and the Irish were able to 
counter the Cabriiio fastbreak. 
The Conqs were able to come to within 
one at 46-45 on a pair of Gross free 
throws, but Kennedy’s Rich Diaz hit a 35- 
foot push shot at the end of the quarter 


and again the luck of the Irish prevailed. 
The fourth quarter was more of the 
sam e, Cabriiio getting close, but not 
close enough. 
Several times the Conqs came to 
within one point of the Irish, only to have 
the Conqs falter or the Irish pick up an 
important goal or free throw. 
With less than two minutes left, 
Cabriiio was within striking distance, 59- 
55, but could not penetrate the Kennedy 
defense 
If it weren’t for the long bombs by 
senior Mickey Scott, Cabriiio would have 
probably been out of the game long ago. 
As it was, Kennedy reeled off 11 points 
in that two-minute strentch to clinch the 
victory. 
Watts took the scoring honors with 24, 
while Sypkens had 16 and Alafara 15 for 
Kennedy. 
Scott and Gross were the only two 
Conquistadores in double figures with 23 
and 18 respectively. 
For Lompoc the effects of a two-week 
layoff showed as the Braves took a lot of 
shots that missed everything. 
The Royals, who had defeated the 
Braves in Lompoc’s season openeer, 
used a fastbreak and a controlled offense 
to bewilder the Lompoc defense. 
San Marcos moved out to a 17-8 lead in 
the first quarter and kept on building un­ 
til the lead reached 10, at 34-24 at the 
half. 
The closest Lompoc could get was 45- 
37 with 2:10 left in the third period, but 
San Marcos built the lead back up to 14 at 
the end of the third quarter. 
In the fourth period, the roof caved in 
as Jackson, starting forward Todd 
Morehart and Andy Trosper all left the 


game via fouls. 
For the third straight game, Jackson 
led the Braves in scoring with 18 and 
Morehart chipped in 12. 
Game one of tonight’s tourney will see 
thè two crosstown rivals face each other 
as Cabriiio goes aginst Lompoc at 5:30 
In other second round games Hoover 
will meet San Marcos at 7 and West­ 
minster takes on Kennedy at 8:30. 
Cabriiio and Lompoc may play each 
other twice in two days for the consola­ 
tion title. 
“It will depend on what Dave (Lompoc 
coach Dave Ellison) wants to do,” said 
Cabrillo’s Harry Santos.

Officials also 
noted that fly fishermen are beginning to have some luck, as 
colder water drives the fish to the top. 
The remainder of the 16-day band-tailed pigeon season that 
began Saturday m ay s till be productive for the 
knowledgeable hunter, according to wardens of the Califor­ 
nia Department of Fish and Game. 
For hunters out on opening weekend it was a mixed bag. 
with good results reported in the Adelaide-Paso Robles area 
of San Luis Obispo County, the Alamo Mountain Recreation 
Area in Ventura County and Mt. Palomar in San Diego 
County, all traditional hot spots.

Water decisions due 


A couple of extremely im­ 
p o rta n t 
m e e tin g s 
a re 
scheduled for Monday and 
Tuesday of next week whereby 
all important information con­ 
cerning the problems of Santa 
Barbara County’s water supp­ 
ly will be aired. 
It is billed as a “workshop” 
by the County Water Agency. 
All cards are expected to be 
put on the table in order to get 
down to the nitty-gritty deci­ 
sion making process to deter­ 
mine solutions to future 
county water supplies. 
The battle as we see it is one 
of conjunctive water use 
versus State project water. 
Conjunctive w ater use 
means simply that all water 
basins in the county be 
operated together. It means 
focusing on all plans to 
develop supplemental water, 
such as sewer reclamation, 
cloud seeding, additional 


wells, etc. 
The Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District board of 
directors this week moved to 
end further exploration of con­ 
junctive use study on the basis 
that the yield would only be in 
the neighborhood of 5,000 acre 
feet. South county entities dis­ 
pute that figure, claiming 
10,000 acre feet could be 
realized by the concept. 
Agency directors, county 
water agency advisory com­ 
mittee members, represen­ 
tatives of water districts and 
purveyors, engineers and con­ 
sultants will all be present 
Monday to place their input 
into discussion. It is obvious 
that the conjunctive water use 
studies will be a highlight of 
the debate in its relationship 
to the importation of State 
project water. 
The results certainly should 
be interesting.

in America. The birth 
of the first modern 
b u r e a u c r a c y 
w as 
heralded by the ap­ 
pearance of a handful 
of royal officials in the French Court late 
in the 12th century So feverishly did they 
multiply that by i303. a royal decree had 
to be issued ordering the dismissal of 
four out of every five officials. 
The decree was resisted successfully, 
thus initiating an unbroken historical 
pattern By the 18th century, according 
to the Duke de Saint-Simon, there were 
80,000 officials involved merely in ad­ 
ministering the salt tax. In contem­ 
porary America, there are 15 million 
public servants at all levels of govern­ 
ment 
The goal of most bureaucrats is to 
avoid unfavorable attention, which is 
best accomplished by steering clear of 
hot potatoes Veteran bureaucrats are 
skilled at evading issues, shifting respon­ 
sib ility and d iv ertin g decisions to 
someone else. The more comm ittees and 
subcommittees there are to share the 
burden of decision, the less chance there 
is that any single bureaucrat will be 
blamed 
The dedicated bureaucrat, therefore, 
places his faith and tru st in non- 
decisions He operates on the principle 
that he cannot be reprimanded for deci­ 
sions he does not make. This has 
produced a game — which is played in 
just about every government office — of 
pass-the-buck and shuffle-the-papers.

Barbed barbs

w orse — w e’re ju st becom ing so 
benumbed that we don’t notice the mess 
so much

LAGUNA NIGUEL. Calif. - (NEA) - 
The door’s hinges are dry. They screech 
when it is opened When it is closed the 
sound echoes up and down the long, 
deserted corridors 
Outside, the vast fortress is cloaked in 
eerie silence, broken only by an oc­ 
casional chirping bird. 
The brown, barren 
Laguna Hills ring the 
buildings on all sides, 
blocking 
w h a te v e r 
sign of life might exist 
only a mile away. 
This may well be the 
U n ite d 
S t a t e s 
government’s biggest 
house, a p y ra m id ­ 
shaped edifice official­ 
ly k n o w n a s th e 
L a g u n a 
N ig u e l 
Federal Building 
The architecture is tasteless, if not 
grotesque The decision to acquire the 
building can be attributed only to gross 
miscalculation. If the structure was 
placed on the face of this earth for any 
significant purpose, nobody has yet to 
discover what it is. 
Rockwell International, a m ajor space 
and defense contractor, began construc­ 
tion of the seven-tiered ziggurat in the 
spring of 1968 and completed it three 
years later Standing on a 92-acre site, 
the building contains more than a million 
square feet of space, three-fourths of it 
occupiable 
There are high-speed elevators and es­ 
calators, three cafeterias capable of 
feeding 7.000 people daily, parking lots 
fo r 6,200 c a r s , 
s o p h i s t i c a t e d 
m aintenance system s and elaborate 
security control devices — all built to the 
specifications of Rockwell’s Autonetics 
Division 
But even before the building was com­ 
pleted. Rockwell abandoned plans to oc­ 
cupy it When no commercial purchasers 
could be found, the company turned to 
the federal governm ent’s General Ser­ 
vices Administration (GSA). 
In March 1974, GSA took control of the 
building here, appraised at slightly more 
than $20 million, and Rockwell received 


title to a pair of Air Force plants and a 
substantial am ount of governm ent- 
owned machinery and equipment, all 
located in the Los Angeles area and ap­ 
praised at more than $19.5 million. 
GSA’s reaso ns for acquiring the 
building rem ain somewhat of a mystery 
to this day, because the facility is 
located in a sparsely populated area of 
southern Orange County, about midway 
between San Diego and Los Angeles but 
convenient to neither city. 
Even while the Rockwell-GSA negotia­ 
tions were under way, GSA was con­ 
structing three new federal buildings in 
Southern California, including one in 
Santa Ana only 20 miles north and 
another in San Diego containing 900,000- 
square-feet of space 
There is one possible explanation, 
rejected by GSA but accepted by virtual­ 
ly everyone in this community and most 
Washington observers who have studied 
the curious deal: 
Form er President 
R ichard M 
N ixon’s hom e in San 
Clemente is less than 15 miles to the 


S°GSA acknowledges that it “delineated 
an area of approximately 45,000-square- 
feet in the building for the temporary 
retention of former President Nixon s 
papers” and that ‘‘225 linear feet of par­ 
titioning was installed to create a secure 
area ... for retention and examination of 
unclassified presidential documents 
Several years ago. Congress forced 
GSA to suspend plans to construct a 
$110.000 safe for Nixon s classified 
papers and his now-infamous White 
House tapes, and to elim inate a $50,000 
a-year proposal for around-the-clock 
protection of that m aterial by armed 
guards 
And during the controversy that 
followed Nixon's resignation under fire 
in 
1974, C o n g ress p asse d a law 
prohibiting the movement of his papers 
outside the Washington area until the 
dispute over their ownership is resolved 
Today, only 735-square-feet of Nixon’s 
papers! all from the years either before 
or after his presidency, are housed in the 
huge building - while rooms almost the 
size of football fields stand empty on 
every floor 
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Consider the case of the Weequahic 
Park Plaza building in Newark, N.J. As 
far back as May, 1976, officials of the 
H ousing and U rban D ev elo p m en t 
Department were advised that sections 
of the outer wall of the 24-story structure 
were in danger of collapsing onto the 
busy intersection where the building 
stands. 
An independent consulting engineer 
warned the federal authorities that 
“ c o rre c tiv e a c tio n m u st be a c ­ 
complished as soon as possible, for one 
does not know if and when large sections 
of brick may fall.” 
His report was passed around the 
H ousing and U rban D ev elo p m en t 
D e p a rtm en t. O ffic ia ls ex ch an g ed 
memos and held discussions but ignored 
the warning. 
For example, the area director, agree­ 
ing that “a very dangerous condition ex­ 
ists which must be corrected,” passed 
the ball to the U.S. attorney on the 
grounds that “the project is within your 
jurisdiction.” 
By October 1976, HUD’s own engineer 
notified the federal authorities that 
“collapse of two sections of the front 
wall at the seventh and tenth floors is im­ 
m inent.” In alarm , he added: “ These 
sections can fall onto the nearby 
sidewalk and injure pedestrians.” 
In December a year ago, Newark’s 
b u ild in g s su p rin te n d e n t, A nthony 
DeCa¿t£o. gav^Jederal officials 10 days 
to s ta rt c o rrectin g the violations. 
DeTastro told us that the U.S. attorney’s 
office promised fullest cooperation. Yet 
“ nothing was done.” DeCastro said. 
l^ast August 25. a section of the seventh 
floor shifted, and several bricks cam e 
spattering down 
Fortunately, it hap­ 
pened a fte r m id n ig h t, w hen th e 
sidewalks were empty of pedestrians. 
Otherwise, several people could have 
been killed 
The morning after the bricks spilled 
down from seven floors above, limited 
emergency repair work began. But it 
quickly came to a halt because of new 
b u reau cratic 
fuddle. 
T ypically, a 
spokesman for the housing agency dis­ 
avowed any responsibility, and the assis­ 
tant U.S. attorney handling the case 
brusquely refused to answer our ques­ 
tions 
The inefficiency of the government 
bureaucracy has been documented again 
and again Yet the American people con­ 
tinue to call upon the bureaucrats in­ 
creasingly to direct and control the 
nation's activities 
The bureaucracy’s 
dominance over other sectors of our 
society is becoming all-encompassing 
Not only does government at all levels 
now consume 40 percent of the gross 
national product, as compared to 10 per­ 
cent 40 years ago, but every private 
enterprise of any consequence is now en 
snarled in government red tape 
Bureaucratization entails the rigid 
observance of set rules and procedures, 
the interminable seeking of permission 
for any divergence 
Kept within its 


proper sphere, such rigidity is benefi­ 
cent. Imposed upon society at large, it 
results in stagnation. 
It is also well-established that those 
segm ents of the population in the 
benevolent toils of the bureaucracy 
become apathetic and succumb to the 
nothing-can-be-done-anyway syndrome. 
We frequently see television interviews, 
for instance, with tenants of public hous­ 
ing. They may well be the descendants of 
those who cleared the wilderness. Yet 
they complain listlessly that weeks have 
passed and no one has come around from 
the housing authority to fix the toilet or 
scrape off the flaking paint. 
All is left to the authorities, but no one 
trusts them to perform. Eventually this 
m istrust and resentm ent will spread to 
all authority, although the dependence on 
it does not lessen 
We have seen in our tim e the fulfill­ 
ment of de Tocqueville’s warning that 
citizens who do not take part to some ex­ 
tent in the public administration will 
forget how to m ake use of th eir 
franchise, will stop exercising it and will 
becom e disillusioned w ith elected 
representatives.

“ Yeah, incidentally, we should look 
into the company that offers a discount if 
a kid is kind to his m other and doesn’t 
bite his nails?” 
“There you go again,” 1 said. “ I’m 
sick of being ju s t an o th er p re tty 
Mustang. I want this family to have 
some identity again.” 
Just then our son stopped by the 
bedroom, “ Can someone give m e a ride 
to the service station tomorrow? I need a 
tune-up.” 
“You look thin,” I observed. 
“Speaking of weight, Dad, what oil 
should I use?” 
“ Talk to me, son, I’m your mother. 
What have you been doing lately?” 
“ I cleaned my spark plugs, rotated my 
tires, and I think I’ve m et the motor I 
want to spend the rest of my life with.”

Mr Vernon Jordan, who is bright and 
quick-witted, has renewed hostilities by 
sending out his own column in which, 
however amiably, he returns my compli­ 
m en t (I c a lle d him th e lead in g 
spokesman for the black community) by 
calling me the spokesman "for the kind 
of conservative thinking that went out 
with the demise of Louis XIV,” though 
the conservative thinking with which I

associate myself is of the sam e kind as 
that of the last two guys (Professors 
Hayek and Friedm an) who got Nobel 
Prizes for economics. 
Mr. Jordan went on to dispose of my 
“digression into the applicability of an 
Eighteenth Century sage’s quaint ideas 
about who should vote.” The Eighteenth 
Century sage in question, John Stuart 
Mill, was bom six years after the 18th 
Century had gone to its reward. 
But 
after another reference to Mr. Buckley’s 
“ sheltered ivory tow er,” Mr. Jordan 
comes to the point. It is that the black 
people are 
“ disproportionately un­ 
employed, disproportionately ill-housed, 
disproportionately subjected to inferior 
health care” and therefore it ought not to 
surprise anyone that blacks are political­ 
ly committed to bills that seek to reduce 
unem ploym ent, ill-housing, and ill 
health. 
The key point here is the word 
“disproportionate ” 
It is correct that, 
for instance, there are far m ore blacks 
unemployed than whites. 
But consider these figures. 
In 1976, black unemployment was 13 
percent, whle white unemployment was 
at 7 percent. Call it 2-1. 
In 1948, white unemployment was 3.5, 
black unemployment 5.9 Less than 2-1, 
to the disadvantage of blacks. 
What has happened since 1948? The 
public sector had increased by three 
hundred percent. 
Civil rights bills of 
every variety have been passed. Affir­ 
m ative action p rev ails. 
We have 
M edicaid, and M edicare, and any 
number of federal housing acts. The 
minimum wage has risen in real term s 
over 100 percent. 
And? And black unemployment has in­ 
creased slightly more than white un­ 
employment. but white unemployment 
has doubled 
As for black teen-agers, 
black unemployment soars. The figures 
were first separated in 1954, when 16 per­ 
cent of black teen-agers w ere un­ 
employed At that time, 12 percent of 
white teen-agers were unemployed. 
In 1976. black teen-age unemployment 
had risen to 37 percent. White teen-age 
unemployment had risen to 17 percent. A 
ratio of more than 2-1. 
And, once again, during the period in 
question, there was a vast increase in 
federal welfare spending of the kind Mr. 
Jordan wants us now to increase yet 
again. 
Now for every unemployed black — 
never mind the disproportion for a mo­ 
ment — there are five unemployed 
whites 
If it were obvious that in­ 
flationary program s would help to 
re lie v e u n em p lo y m en t, we w ould 
presumably — under white political 
pressure — undertake those programs 
That there is a reluctance to do so is a 
mark of creeping economic intelligence. 
For Mr. Jordan to stir up the black com­ 
munity by insisting in effect that 
programs tentatively rejected by the 
white population notwithstanding that (if 
they worked) the gross effect of such 
programs would help more whites than 
blacks is to stim ulate a kind of intellec­ 
tual ghetto of ignorance among black 
votes which is hardly in their best in­ 
terest.

breakfast strips. All meat or 
chicken, which are very 
small servings, have all the 
fat trimmed from them. I 
boil chicken and beef, let it 
stand and remove all the fat 
before making stews. That 
makes it very tasteless so I 
add one or two bouillon 
cubes. Can you help me? 
DEAR READER - You 
need help. Salt is sodium 
chloride, and you will get 
about 1 gram of sodium in 
two and a half grams of 
sodium chloride salt. It fol­ 
lows that 100 milligrams of 
sodium is equivalent to 
about 250 milligrams of so­ 
dium chloride 
(ordinary 
table salt). And those bouil­ 
lon cubes you are using to 
add taste to the meal are 
loaded with sodium chloride. 
One average bouillon cube 
contains 960 milligrams of 
sodium. Try to learn to cook 
with spices to add flavor, 
including curry powder, gar­ 
lic if your husband likes it, 
and other spices. You might 
be surprised to learn what 
an apple or two added to a 
beef pot roast will do for its 
flavor. 
I really wish the food in­ 
dustry would list the food 
values in calories rather 
than grams. That would 
make it easier for everyone 
and would make conversion 
from ounces to grams a 
piece of cake for shoppers, 
but for some reason they 
don’t seem to realize this or 
don’t want to do it. 
As a basic rule, no more 


than 35 percent of all calo­ 
ries in your husband’s diet 
should come from the total 
fat. A good way to estimate a 
particular food’s fat content 
is to add the gram s of car­ 
bohydrates and 
proteins. 
That total should be four 
times the weight of the total 
fat in that food. In such a 
food, only 32 percent or less 
of the calories are from fat. 
This is based on the point 
that a gram of carbohydrate 
and protein contains about 
four calories while a gram of 
fat contains nine calories. 
It isn’t perfect, but if a 
third or less of the fat in a 
food is saturated fat (for 
example, 1 gram of satu­ 
rated fat, 1 gram of monoun­ 
saturated fat and 1 gram of 
polyunsaturated fat), and 
the total grams of carbohy­ 
drate plus protein is four 
times as much or more than 
the grams of fat, that food is 
a good choice. That will rule 
out some of those foods you 
are using which contain no 
cholesterol but do contain 
lots of fat. 
I am sending you The 
Health lette r number 1-3, 
Diet, Preventing Atheros­ 
clerosis, to give you some 
general guide lines, but it 
will be just a start for what 
you really need. Others who

She 
drilled holes in each end of the 
wood and in the bottom of each 
can and used nuts and bolts to 
secure the attachment The 
cans act as the legs, and with 
the plastic lids in place the floor 
is protected while the mini­ 
horse is less likely to skid. The 
size makes them easy to store 
as they are, or they can be 
easily dismantled. Now if coffee 
prices will crane down so we can 
all afford enough cans, we can 
try out this idea.

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How to select and buy an indoor tree 


by Elvin McDonald 


If you’re in the market for an indoor 
tree, I suggest you shop around and 
see what’s new. 'Hiat’s what I’ve been 
doing for a friend who has just moved 
to the city from the country and says 
she is about to lapse into terminal 
cultural shock because there are no 
trees outside the windows of her high- 
rise apartment. 
In my experience, one’s confidence 
and willingness to be adventuresome 
in the selection and purchase of a new 
plant diminish in direct relation to the 
size and price. Consequently, most 
house and office trees tend to be the 
common standbys - schefflera, weep­ 
ing fig (Ficus benjamina), areca 
palm and dracaena. 
There is of course nothing wrong 
with any of these, but with the same 
kind of good care any of them needs 
you can grow something far more un­ 
usual that may prove to be an even 
better house tree. 
Before you shop, evaluate the en­ 
vironmental conditions under which 
your tree will grow. Consider this 
check list: 
Light: For long-term good health it 
should be bright enough for you to 
read by most of the day, ideally with 
two hours or more of direct sun. In 
case you have more trees than sunny 
windows, rotate them on a weekly 
basis so that none has to live in a dark 
corner for more than a few days at a 
time. Remember also that branches 
near the ceiling may receive con­ 
siderably less light than those below. 
If natural light is deim or nonexis­ 
tent where you want a tree, use one or 
two 75- or 150-watt incandescent 
floods (D uro-Lite’s Plant Lite, 
General Electric’s Cool Beam or 
Sylvania’s Cool-Lux), in ceramic 
(porcelain) sockets, placed directly 
above, or above and to the side, of the 
tree, and about 3 feet away so as not 
to burn the top leaves. To supplement 
weak natural light, burn the floods 6-8 
hours daily; to help replace natural 
light, 12-18. 
Temperature: 
Average 
dwelling 
and office temperatures (60-75F.) suit 
most indoor trees during the winter 
heating season, in combination with 
fresh air circulation, but with protec­ 
tion from both hot and cold drafts. 
Since heat rises, the uppermost 
branches will be the first to suffer in a 
room that is kept too warm. 
Humidity: In temperatures comfor­ 
table for you and in evenly moist soil, 
most indoor trees will tolerate low 
humidity, but for best growth they 
need 30 percent or more, best sup­ 
plied in winter by a cool-vapor 


humidifier. 
Misting the leaves 
frequently will help keep them clean, 
but won’t increase humidity for long. 
Repotting: To encourage rapid 
growth, move to a size or two larger 
pot each time the tree becomes root- 
bound. To discourage a tree that is 
about to collide with the ceiling, keep 
it in the same size pot but replace 
some of the old soil with fresh once a 
year, ideally in late winter or spring; 
trim back roots and branches as 
necessary. 
Fertilizer: Same rule of thumb as 
for repotting; if you want rapid 
growth, apply foliage-plant fertilizer 
regularly, following label directions. 
Otherwise, feed lightly if at all and 
then only in spring or summer. 
Now for the good news: Some trees 
I think you may find more interesting 
to grow indoors than the old standbys 
include: 
Cycad or sago palm: Half-palm, 
half-fern that dates from the age of 
the dinosaurs. Best to keep on the cool 
side in winter with damp to moist 
soil. Dry heat and parched soil will 
kill it, the same as a schefflera or 
almost any other plant. 
Bamboo palm : This bam boo 
look-alike is a true palm and one of 
the best, most graceful, for growing 
indoors. Red spider-mites will attack 
in hot dry, stale air, the same as on 
the common areca. 
Kentia palm: Gives the appearance 
of an areca, but is larger in all parts 
and stronger. It is also more expen­ 
sive, but worth every penny. 
Coffee tree: The same glossy, dark 
green leaves we associate with its 
relative, the gardenia, but in tree 
form. When old enough coffee tree 
bears fragran t white flow ers, 
followed by berries that turn red and 
stay attractive for a long time. 
Sweet-olive: A shrub or small tree 
with many twiggy branches, not un­ 
like those of Ficus benjamina, but 
stiffly upright. In bloom its tiny 
creamy white flowers give off an in­ 
toxicating fragrance. Does best in a 
sunny, cool (50-66 F.) place in winter. 
Pleomele: This dracaena relative 
whirls tough, bright green leaves 
around gracefu l branches that 
som etim es twist and turn into 
fascinating shapes. It’s easy to grow 
and keeps well in low light. 
Q. Is there any indoor tree I can 
grow in a dark corner without rigging 
up supplementary electric lighting? 
A. No, but a large aspidistra or 
Chinese evergreen placed on a 
pedestal tall enough to raise the 
leaves to 6 feet will give the effect of 


a tree. 
Q. How do you clean the leaves of 
ficus and palm trees that are too big 
and heavy to shower in the bathroom? 
A. I spread a large sheet of plastic 


(a painter’s dropcloth) underneath to 
protect the floor and furniture and 
then mist the leaves heavily, until 
water drips from them as if they had 
been in a rain. 
Plant beauty makeovers 


Recently, I admitted to owning 
what may be the ugliest horsehead 
philodendron in captivity — and I 
resolve to be more respectful of its 
needs in the future, seeing as how we 
have already survived several years 
together. For certain, the specimen I 
have is unique, not the sort of thing a 
commercial grower could duplicate. 
What I’ve decided is that we need to 
talk less and listen more to our plants. 
In other words, pay attention to their 
visual sign language, most of which is 
easy to interpret if you apply 9ome 
common sense. Since plants generally 
suffer when too dry or wet, too cold or 
hot, or when given too much or not 
enough light or fertilizer, trouble can 
usually be traced to one or a combina­ 
tion of these extremes. 
Even though I earn my livelihood by 
writing and lecturing about plants, 
they remain a personal hobby for me, 
as much of a sport as weight-lifting 
(which I do), playing tennis, swimm­ 
ing or golfing. And if you think of 
plants as a sport, improving your 
game means spending enough time 
with each plant to take care of all its 
needs. 
If you have too many plants, you 
won't have time to fully enjoy any of 
them. Right now I am weeding out my 
own collection in order to have more 
beauty and less ugliness in the form of 
sickly, buggy or generally unkempt 
plants. 
What surprises me is the difference 
a little grooming can make in the ap­ 
pearance of a plant — like the beauty 
makeovers in women’s magazines 
(and of late in m e n ’ s, too.) 
Sometimes all this takes is a "sham ­ 
poo and cut” — shower the leaves 
rain-clean with tepid water and trim 
off any dead parts — usually it takes 
more to turn an ugly duckling into a 
swan. For example: 
Keep pots and other containers 
clean. You may have to use a stiff 
brush and the tip of a knife blade to 
remove every trace of mineral-salt 
encrustation from unglazed clay. Use 


a little household bleach to remove 
stubborn stains from plastic pots. 
Group small pots, all of a kind (all 
clay or all plastic of the same color), 
in pebble humidity trays. 
Give individual, freestanding plants 
a pot or other container with a 
matching saucer. 
Unglazed clay 
s a u c e r s a r e not a b s o l u t e l y 
waterproof; if a potential problem, 
seal inside with polyeurethane or 
place round of half-inch cork un­ 
derneath. 
Hide utilitarian pots in baskets or 
decorative cachepots. To protect 
baskets from moisture, always use 
waterproof saucers inside. If the pot 
rims are distracting, carpet the soil 
surface with pieces of florist sheet 
moss. 
Try planting in a container other 
than an ordinary clay or plastic pot, a 
bonsai tray for instance. In one that 
measures about 9 x 18 x 2 indies deep 
you might plant a young, bushy, 
woody shrub and turn it into a little 
tree, complete with a lawnlike ground 
cover such as baby’s tears or 
selaginella. For a window that is cool 
and bright in winter I suggest 
pyracantha.

grounds; 
who communed 
with nature, found joy in it, 
and left the appointment 
book, the laundry, in another 
world. 
Now you can do that, too, 
says Mrs. Mazzanti, for only 
$12.50, the price of her book, 
“Secrets of the Golden 
Door,” published by Mor­ 
row. All the exercises, the 
recipes, the philosophy — 
positive action, 
positive 
thinking — are there. 
There’s just one thing. 
You’ll have to do it without 
benefit of the exercise teach­ 
ers, beauticians, maids and 
those Japanese gardens out­ 
side each bedroom at the 
spa. Some neat trick. 
“I’m not saying this book 
is a total substitute,” she 
grants, “but it’s the best I 
can do. The Door is always 
filled so I’m not trying to 
promote business with the 
book. I am trying to promote 
people staying 
fit and 
healthy.” 
For the reader, the initia­ 
tion is her own Golden Door 
weekend. You’re to go off to 
a quiet hotel in the country 
with some books, sketch 
pads, whatever. On Satur­ 
day all you’ll do is align 
yourself with nature and 
follow the alternate active- 
in-active hours practiced at 
the Door. 
The countryside is essen­ 
tial, she says, because “to 
me nature is uplifting. It’s 
very positive. You look at 
birds and trees and take 
time to be alone and break 
away from habit. Saturday 
is peeling away the onion. 
“On Sunday, you start 
making little decisions about 
your life.” Do you want a 
new one, blonde hair, a mad 
affair in Guadaloupe? Set 
the goals, 
making sure 
they’re realistic (she can’t 
say how one determines 
that) and then, well, go out 
and achieve them. 
“True, change won’t hap­ 
pen on one weekend,” she 
says, “but again, really neg­ 
ative thinking is a choice no 
one needs to make.” 
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That’s why people go to 
The Golden Door, incidental­ 
ly. To spruce up their heads. 
“No one spends all that 
money to lose a 
few 
pounds," she says. "They 
come for a time to think and 
plan and feel good about 
themselves.” 
All that has been vital to 
Mrs. Mazzanti since she was 
a child in Brooklyn, the 
daughter of a cloak-and- 
suiter — “He was from Po­ 
land and had a dreary life” 
— and a wealthy, liberated 
Austrian mother who dis­ 
guised herself as a man to 
play in a string quartet. 
“Women 
fiddlers didn’t 
work in those days, even in 
New York.” 
They 
were 
vegetarians 
and health addicts and when 
her father was ruined in the 
Depression, her mother took 
the family to Tahiti. “All we 
could find to eat in New York 
was bananas. Mother had 
read that fruits were abun­ 
dant in Tahiti and she was a 
woman of action,” she re­ 
calls smiling. 
In Tahiti, the family be­ 
came fast friends with a 
Romanian amateur archeol- 
ogist, 
philosopher and 
“health nut," Prof. Edmond 
Bordeaux Szekely. At 17, 
Mrs. Mazzanti married him. 
“We founded the Rancho 
La Puerto spa in Baja Cali­ 
fornia in 1940 where 12 
guests would pay $17.50 a 
week for everything. 
I 
cooked and taught calisthen­ 
ics and we tried every diet 
and health regimen. But it 
was very frustrating to work 
so hard and then see guests 
return to the city and make 
the same mistakes. We were 


just a fat farm which to me 
was taking advantage of 
people’s frailties instead of 
their strengths. So I decided 
to include the psychological 
approach — positive think­ 
ing, allowing ourselves 
rewards, etc.” 
In ’58, she opened The 
Golden Door as a 20th anni­ 
versary gift to her husband. 
But then the two spas and 
two children took preced­ 
ence over him and the mar­ 
riage dissolved. 
That’s when she discov­ 
ered the power of Zen and 
meditation and that suffer­ 
ing, truly, can be thwarted if 
you want it to. 
It’s all there in the book 
which is sweetly dedicated 
to her first husband, “The 
Prof.” “After all,” she says, 
“everything I do today is 
because of him.”

Caring for your tar 


What to do when your car won’t start 


With today’s cold weather, chances 
increase that your car won’t start in 
the morning. Knowing what to do may 
save you the cost of a road call. 
If you climb in, turn the Key and 
nothing happens — the engine doesn’t 
crank, no clicking sounds — just 
make sure the gear selector is in park 
(if your car has an automatic tran­ 
smission). That verified, turn the ig­ 
nition key to the start position. If your 
car has an ammeter gauge and the 
needle doesn’t move over to the dis­ 
charge side, the starter isn’t drawing 
any current. 
If you have an idiot light instead of 
an ammeter gauge and its light inten­ 
sity stays the same when the key is in 
the start position, this also indicates 
the starter isn’t drawing any current. 
This probably means your battery 
cable connections are loose or dirty. 
Remove the battery cables, even if 
they’re tight, and clean them. The in­ 
side of the battery cables (where they 
connect to the battery posts) and the 
outside of the battery posts should be 
bright and shiny. You can scrape 
them with a knife until they’re clean, 
or use a battery terminal cleaner 
(available for a dollar or so at auto 
parts stores and other places that sell 
auto supplies). 
Check the battery cables at the 
other end, too. No need to remove and 
clean these ends, just make sure 
they’re tight. Sometimes the connec­ 
tions may loosen because of vibration 
or inadequate tightening to begin 
with. 
If, however, you hit the key and the 
ammeter needle swings all the way 


over to the discharge side of the 
gauge (the 
side), or if the warning 
light dims severely, you have a dead 
battery. That means you’ll have to 
jump-start the car or put in a fresh 
battery. 
What if the engine cranks but won’t 
start? Then you have either an igni­ 
tion or fuel problem. Check out the 
fuel system first. 
Take the top off the air cleaner and 
look down in the carburetor. Check 
out the choke plate; it should be 
closed if you’ve pumped the ac­ 
celerator pedal a time or two. 
If it’s open, try to shut it by hand. 
Moisture may have frozen on the rods 
where the plate pivots, preventing it 
from shutting. If it shuts, try to start 
the car. If it starts, put the air cleaner 
top back on and lubricate the choke 
plate pivots at the earliest oppor­ 
tunity with some penetrating oil or 
choke cleaner spray. 
If the choke plate is closed, open it 
with one hand. With your other hand 
move the gas linkage or have a friend 
pump the accelerator pedal. Looking 
down into the carburetor barrels past 
the choke plate, you should see a 
spurt of gas every time the thrott!’ 
linkage moves. 
If no gas spurts out, the gas line is 
probably frozen. (To prevent this, use 
gasoline antifreeze with every tank of 
gas. It’s available at auto parts stores 
and gas stations). 
If your gas line is frozen and you 
can’t get your car inside a heated gar­ 
age to thaw it out, you’ll have to call a 
service station. 
If the engine cranks, you have gas 
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coming out of the carb, and the choke 
is closed, you may have flooded the 
engine. Push the accelerator to the 
floor and hold it there — don’t pump 
it. Now crank the engine for 15 se­ 
conds or so. 
If that doesn’t do it, check out the 
ignition. 
Remove the distributor cap and 
check for moisture inside. If it’s wet, 
wipe it dry. Wipe the rotor, too. If the 
cap was wet, try to start the car now. 
If the cap was dry, remove a spark 
plug wire from a plug. Stick a 
screwdriver in the spark plug boot 
and position the screwdriver blade 
about an eighth of an inch away from 
bare metal. Have somebody crank the 
engine and observe. A strong blue 
spark should jump the gap between 
the screwdriver and the metal. If the 
spark is orange, or there’s no spark at 
all, you’ve got trouble. Call a service 
station. 
If the spark is blue, the car should 
start. Hold the accelerator to the 
floor and crank it some more.

An active radio amateur 
for 60 years, and experi­ 
enced in all phases of com­ 
munications, Martin feels 
that CB is misused because 
the frequencies are jammed 
with idle gossip, chit-chat, 
and, in many (too many) 
instances, filthy conversa­ 
tions. 


He sets out five very posi­ 
tive suggestions that he feels 
should govern CBing: 1 ) Or­ 
ganize groups around an 
educational 
program 
for 
usage; 2) train all to abide 
by the FCC rules ; 3 ) form 
monitoring team s 4) estab­ 
lish genuine and practical 
methods 
for 
cooperating 
with law enforcement agen­ 
cies; and 5) initiate a code of 
good taste for all to follow.

kitchen w izardry m ay take a 
back seat to the barbecue, 
but few cooks can manage to 
stay out of the kitchen once 
the weather changes.

W hile recipes for vegeta­ 
bles and desserts predict­ 
ably predom inate, Lau furn­ 
ishes

variety of 
suggestions for using raw 
meats and seafoods. In addi­ 
tion, recipes test the versa­ 
tility of uncooked foods as 
p rim a ry 
in g red ien ts 
in 
appetizers, 
soups, 
snacks 
and party fare. A brief cata­ 
log of foods that cannot be 
eaten raw completes this 
excellent introduction to a 
cuisine too often slighted by 
contem porary cooks. 
In “ A Celebration of Vege­ 
tables” Robert A ckart also 
takes advantage of the wide 
array of fresh produce now 
available year-round in the 
superm arket.
